OUGHT TO HAVE A THEATER. 


Los Angeles is on the highway of 
prosperity asa city ; her population and 
business are increasing with remark- 
able “rapidity. Her building boom 
continues withdéut diminution. Every- 
thing points to the building up here 
of a large city. But as we grow we 
should endeavor to grow symmetri- 
cally. Because nature and circum- 
stances have done so much for us, we 
should not fall into the error of think- 
ing that we are to do nothing for our- 
selves. In some of the things which go 
to make almost every modern city of 
any importance we are sadly deficient. 
We have no public park that is 
worthy of the name. We are ashamcd- 
to mention.the fact that we have a 
courthouse and jail at all. The hill 
on which our higt&chool building 
stands is unsightly for want of a 
small experditure in its improvement. 
We have not adequate hotel accommo- 
dations for the comfortable entertain- 
ment of the hundreds of strangers 
who continue to flock to our city 


from all portions of the world 
There are many _ other things 
which we have not that we 
ought, to have, and last 


but not least among these, weghave no 
theater building. The necessity for a 
first-class theater here is universally 
understood and acknowledged, and it 
is a matter of wonder that some of our 
enterprising capitalists have not ‘long 
ere this supplied the want. The time 
is perhaps opportune to agitate this 
subject a little. Cul. A. M. Gray, 
- who has charge of the fitting up of the 
o4 new theater at San Bernardino, and 
who has fitted up many of the leading 
theaters on this coast, and has a 
thorough practical knowledge of the 
business from beginning to end, is 
now in our city, and it would be well 
if some of our enterprising citizens 
should have a consultation with him, 
secure such information as he is ready 
to communicate, and see if something 
tangible cannot. be brought about. 


‘* RESOLVED, That the acquisition of 
wealth should be limited by law,” was 
decided in the negative, after due dis- 
cussion, by a San Bernardino debating 

club. As the question is already de- 
cided of course it is not subject to fur- 
ther debate, but in passing judgment 
on a question that so intimately con- 
cerns us all, it seems only proper and 
right that the club should have put in 
the proviso that the wealth should 
be honestly and honorably acquired. 
Certainly the law should not only not 
limit, but should protect and encour- 
age aman in acquiring and retaining 
all the wealth he can by honest labor 
of hands on brain, but many of the 
modes by which ‘immense wealth is 
accumulated are neither honest nor 
honorable. There is*much wealth ac- 
quired by men who do not give a just 
equivalent for what they get. There 
are a great many ways of acquiring 
wealth, which are classed as business, 
that ought to be classed as gambling 
and so treatcd by the law. If the de- 
cision of the San Bernardino club 
means Only wealth acquired by giving 
a fair equivalent, then we concur with- 

out a protest, but if it includes wealth 
acquired by many of the devices now 
recognized by law as legitimate, then 

- we call for a rehearing. 


_ Tk South is rapidly grow:ng in its 
industrial resources, and in like pro- 
portion is it advancing in wealth and 
prosperity. Let labor once gaina 

firm footing there and win for itself 
the respect of the wealthier classes, 
and the old antagonizing elements 
which existed when free labor was an 
almost unknown quality in that part 
of the Umionwill die out. It 1s stated 
that experiments in jute raising in 
Mississippi have been: so successful 
that the cultivation of it is to be en- 

_ tered upon quite extensively this year. 
Every year adds to the variety of crop 
products in the South, and each addi- 
tion increases the wealth, not - alone of 
that section, but of the whole country. 
Land that ten years ago was idle and 
a burden to the ownek now commands 
ready sale at fair prices. Such advan- 
ces it is always pleasant to chronicle.
